The city is promising to review 
more than 200 intersections 
and improve them for pedes¬ 
trian safety, but under the cur¬ 
rent budget that work could 
take decades. 

City councillors reviewed the 
transportation department’s 
new approach to intersections 
Monday, which promises to 
put more emphasis on local 
conditions and less on a by- 
the-numbers method to ped¬ 
estrian safety. 

Using this new approach, the 
city plans to review almost 200 
intersections to see if they need 
changes. However, the city’s 
current budget only allows for 
about 10 upgrades per year. 

“We have to talk about how 


aggressively we can go at that 
and how many we can do a year, 
and that might be a conversa¬ 
tion back with our council,” 
said Craig Walbaum, the city’s 
director of traffic operations. 

City staff estimate the aver¬ 
age set of amber flashing 
crosswalk lights to cost up to 
$100,000 and the average set 
of traffic lights about $150,000. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
the expense of installing bet¬ 
ter protection is minimal com¬ 
pared to the cost of a collision. 
He said he believes council will 
be willing to boost the budget. 

“That’s a choice that I don’t 
think any of us would be averse 
to doing,” Henderson said. 

Coun. Michael Oshry said 
he’s glad the city has a new 
approach but conceded it will 
be hard to change all the inter¬ 
sections. 

Oshiy said adding more fund¬ 
ing to the program is a possi¬ 
bility, but there is a lot on the 
city’s radar. 

“We have to make a decision 
on whether we want to do more 
on this or on all of the other 
priorities we have.”

Wildfires

Wildfires are causing inter¬ 
mittent closures of the main 
highway that links Alberta 
to the Northwest Territories.

NDP looking 
to increase 
minimum pay 
to $15 by 2018

The Alberta government in¬ 
creased the minimum wage by 
$1 on Monday, to $11.20 per 
hour, with the changes com¬ 
ing into force on October 1. 

But the shift to minimum 
wages for servers has many 
questions being asked by 
restaurant and bar patrons 
— such as whether tipping 
should rise as well. 

The minimum wage chan¬ 
ges announced Monday re¬ 
move a large chunk of the 
province’s minimum wage 
differential, which pays liquor 
servers $9.20 an hour, the 
second lowest in the country, 
on the assumption that they 
make up the rest in tips. As 
of October, liquor servers will 
now make $1.50 more than 
that — $10.70 an hour — with 
the government promising 
to remove the differential 
entirely by 2016. 

Lyle Zielke, who was enjoy¬ 
ing a beer with his family at 
Craft Beer Market downtown 


Monday, said it doesn’t matter 
how much a restaurant pays 
its servers — he’ll continue 
tipping a standard 15 per cent 
for good service. 

“A tip is a tip,” he said. “I 
base the tip off a percent¬ 
age of what the bill is, and 
the quality of service. I think 
the mindset would still be 
the same. 

“I wouldn’t tip a lesser per¬ 
centage just because now I 


know what they’re making.” 

The minimum wage in¬ 
crease is part of the NDP gov¬ 
ernment’s goal to increase 
minimum wage to $15 per 
hour by 2018. 

“Paying people a decent 
minimum wage will translate 
into a better life for low-in¬ 
come workers and, as a result, 
a better life for their families 
and for all Albertans,” Jobs 
Minister Lori Sigurdson said 


Monday. 

Nick Martin, a manager at 
the popular downtown Mex¬ 
ican restaurant Rostizado, 
said the gradual increase is 
fair and won’t drastically af¬ 
fect his restaurant’s bottom 
line. The restaurant has no 
plans to cut serving staff to 
absorb the impact of higher 
back-end costs, he said.

Police 
need 
room 
to grow 

Edmonton’s downtown police 
headquarters currently houses 
up to 400 too many workers for 
comfort, and the police will be 
looking to solve that problem 
this fall by leasing additional 
space. 

Brian Kisilevich, executive 
director of the supply services 
division with Edmonton Police 
said the downtown headquar¬ 
ters now has between 1,000 and 
1,200 people working inside 
and ideally would like to move 
out 200 to 400 staff. 

The space constraint creates 
other issues, he said, such as 
overheating. “This isn’t in eveiy 
office in HQ, but there are 
(problems) in multiple areas,” 
he said. 

City councillors got an up¬ 
date on the cramped conditions 
Monday and also the police ser¬ 
vice’s plan to ease the crunch. 
That plan includes a proposal 
to lease more space and, over 
the long-term, a new building. 

What the plan doesn’t in¬ 
clude, however, is moving some 
of the police administration 
into the new City of Edmonton 
office tower. 

A report by the city detailed 
how staff had considered mov¬ 
ing police into the new build¬ 
ing, but determined there 
wouldn’t be enough room. 

Mayor Don Iveson said Mon¬ 
day that the city hadn’t planned 
for the police in the new build¬ 
ing and while it might have 
worked in the short term it 
wouldn’t have done so over 
the long term. 

“There might have been 
room for us today, the issue is 
that there might not have been 
room for us to grow into it.” 

The new building will be 
proposed after space is leased.

Curbing goose 
population 
keeps numbers 
manageable

Dylan Wee just wanted to finish 
his jog on Friday when he stum¬ 
bled upon a gaggle of geese in 
the Lago Lindo neighbourhood. 

Slowing down to a walk, Wee 
cautiously strolled by the group 
of geese. A hiss from one of the 


birds was enough to push Wee 
into a quicker pace. 

“I’ll admit, I was pretty scared 
that he was going to chase me,” 
he said. “I’ve watched YouTube 
videos of geese chasing people 
and have always laughed. Not 
this time.” 

This isn’t the first case of geese 
chasing people. Cyclists and jog¬ 
gers in places like Ottawa and 
Toronto have seen the territor¬ 
ial sides of the birds which are 
overtaking some popular public 
spaces as nesting and feeding 
grounds. 

How bad the population is in 
Edmonton depends on who you 
ask. For Edmonton Park Ranger 
Ramsey Cox, the number of geese 


in the city could potentially turn 
problematic in some local parks. 

That’s why the Edmonton, like 
other municipalities in Canada, 
has turned to mineral oil dowsed 
on the unborn geese eggs as a 
way to control the population by 
stopping the eggs from hatching. 

“In Edmonton, that’s essen¬ 
tially the only form of goose con¬ 
trol that we’re doing right now,” 
said Cox. “We know from visiting 
the parks that if we don’t dowse 
the eggs, you’re going to get a 
massive increase in juveniles 
and those juveniles will come 
back to nest. If you can limit the 
amounts of juveniles, you can 
manage the population.” 

If those populations aren’t 


managed, damage to turf from 
the feeding geese ultimately can 
impact local events. A strategy 
on how to deal with the birds 
in the future as well as manage¬ 
ment for certain events are in 
the works, Cox said. 


Q HOTSPOTS

says there are five main 
parks in Edmonton that 
have sizeable geese popu¬ 
lations: Hermitage Park, 
Rundle Park, Hawrelak, 
Goldbar and Jackie Parker. 


AMERICAN AIRLINES 

Number of 
YEG-L.A. 
flights cut 

One L.A. production is getting 
cut, but it isn’t one set for the 
silver screen. 

According to airline officials, 
American Airlines is cutting 
the air time of trips between 
Edmonton and L.A. starting 
Aug. 9. 

Currently, the airline offers 
Edmontonians trips to the Cali¬ 
fornia hub seven days a week, 
which will drop down to five 
days in August. 

The reason? It’s a flight 
that falls victim to “seasonal 
change” says one airline rep¬ 
resentative. 

As a result, the flight will 
stop altogether from Sept. 9 
to Dec. 18 but will once again 
resume to meet the holiday 
demand. 

“We’re always evaluating our 
network and we make chan¬ 
ges based on demand,” said 
Jenna Arnold, spokesperson 
with American Airlines. 

Volunteers with CaliCan Res¬ 
cue Foundation, who travel 
to California once a month to 
pick-up small dog breeds from 
California shelters to bring 
them back to Edmonton to 
get adopted, say the lack in de¬ 
mand for the American flight 
might be symptomatic of Can¬ 
adian passengers’ choices. 

“Most people coming out 
of Edmonton heading to L.A. 
are most likely to take the dir¬ 
ect flight from Westjet or Air 
Canada,” said Kari Mayer, co¬ 
founder of CaliCan. 

“I don’t know many people 
in Canada (who) would default 
in taking American Airlines.”

Luka Rocco Magnotta, the con¬ 
victed killer whose grisly crimes 
made headlines around the 
world, is looking for a “prince 
charming” on a matchmaking 
website for prisoners. 

Magnotta’s profile was posted 
Sunday on Canadian Inmates 
Connect Inc., a website that tries 
to hook up lonesome convicts 

— some behind bars for violent 
offences like first-degree murder 

— with potential companions 
on the outside. 

“Seeking single white male, 
28-38 years of age, white and in 
shape,” reads a blurb the web¬ 
site’s founder says was written 
by Magnotta himself. 

“One who is loyal, preferably 
educated, financially and emo¬ 
tionally stable for a long term 


committed relationship. If you 
think you could be my prince 
charming, send me a detailed 
letter with at least 2 photos.” 

The profile features two 
photos of Magnotta, who was 
convicted in December of 
first-degree murder for the 
2012 Montreal killing and dis¬ 
memberment of university 


student Jun Lin. 

Magnotta, who’s serving a 
life sentence, lists his expected 
release date as 2037. 

“Only those I deem compat¬ 
ible will receive a response,” 
he writes on the profile, which 
also includes his current postal 
address north of Montreal: Ar- 
chambault Institution, in Sainte- 


Anne-des-Plaines, Que. 

Melissa Fazzina, who created 
the site about 4-1/2 years ago, 
said Magnotta sent the informa¬ 
tion to her through a contact. 
The application and $35 fee ar¬ 
rived via regular mail — con¬ 
victs don’t have Internet access 
— about 10 days ago.

Moynan and Carmody were 
on a day hike near a lodge 
where they were staying in 
Cathedral Provincial Park when 
they got lost last Monday. 

They managed to survive by 
staying close to water and build¬ 
ing themselves a shelter. 

The couple was exhausted 
and bruised when they left their 
shelter and stumbled upon res¬ 
cuers after spotting a helicopter. 
They were taken to hospital for 
a precautionaiy assessment. 

Bob Moynan said his son has 
a fair amount of outdoors ex¬ 
perience, and Carmody’s now- 
deceased longtime husband 
worked in search and rescue. 
He said the ordeal was “ter¬ 
rible” for his family, but he 
never gave up hope. 

“It’s almost a miracle that 
they could survive seven days 
and be able to be healthy 
enough to have been able to 
walk out. So we’re just terribly, 
terribly grateful that it’s over,

LEGALSWIPE 

Smartphone 
app provides 
help for police 
encounters 

A new smartphone app aims 
to offer byte-sized legal advice 
as well as other protections to 
people randomly stopped and 
questioned by police. 

Called Legalswipe, the free 
app comes amid emotional de¬ 
bate over “carding” and similar 
practices in which officers ask 
for information unrelated to a 
criminal investigation. Critics 
argue young black men and 
other visible minorities are 
disproportionately singled out 
for the stops. 

Law school grad Christien 
Levien, who said he has had 
his own unpleasant police en¬ 
counter, believed there was a 
genuine need for his app. 

“The community at large is 
concerned about their legal 
rights,” Levien said Monday.

“Especially marginalized com¬ 
munities perceive that the po¬ 
lice have been violating their 
legal rights.” 

Applicable to both Canada 
and the United States, the ad¬ 
vice comes by way of a series 
of brief questions and answers. 

The initial question: “What 
is the officer attempting?” al¬ 


lows users to choose options 
such as: “Obtain identification” 
or “Engage in a search.” 

It then suggests questions to 
ask: “Why are you requesting 
my ID?” or “Am I under arrest?” 
and offers talking points and 
advice on what information 
you must provide. 

“If you are not being arrested 
or detained, then you are not 
required to show ID,” the app 
states. 

Other functions allow users 
to video an encounter and send 
the recording to a remote serv¬ 
er, and to send geotagged email 
messages. 

Although the advice func¬ 
tion works, the email broad¬ 
cast and video functions are 
having teething problems. Still, 
the app, available for Apple 
and Android devices, has been 
downloaded about 2,000 times 
in just a couple of days. 

Levien is trying to raise 
$140,000 via crowdfunding 
to further develop the program 
— adding other languages is 
a priority.

DALHOUSIE SCANDAL 

Student culture 
scrutinized in 
report released 
by task force 

The misogynistic comments 
posted on Faceboolc earlier this 
year by male dentistry students 
at Dalhousie University rep¬ 
resent but one example of a 
broader, systemic problem at the 
school and in society in general, 
says a report released Monday 
from a task force appointed by 
the university. 

The 100-page report says the 
faculty of dentistry has long per¬ 
mitted sexism, homophobia and 
racism through a culture that 
appears caught in a “time warp.” 

Constance Backhouse, a law 
professor at the University of Ot¬ 
tawa who led the investigation, 
said she and two other panel 
members spoke to 150 students, 
faculty members and staff, who 
relayed many reports of sexism, 
misogyny, homophobia and ra¬ 
cism at the school in Halifax. 

“We think the culture in the 
dental school is paternalistic and 
that there has been a degree 
of obliviousness to changing 
mores and to the ways in which 
respect for women should be 
expressed,” she told a news con¬ 
ference. 

“This was not an isolated in¬ 
cident and the status quo is un¬ 
acceptable.” 

The report says the dentistiy 
school does not have a formal 
complaint process, which has 
left many students, staff and 
members of faculty “afraid to 
complain for fear of retaliation.” 

Backhouse said she also found 
there was a level of distrust and 
suspicion about the university’s 


responses to discrimination. 

Some female students had 
complained in the past about 
some professors’ behaviour in 
class and were never told what 
action the faculty or the univer¬ 
sity took, if any, the report says. 

“‘Swept under the rug’ was a 
phrase we heard over and over 
again,” the report says. 

The panel issued 39 recom¬ 
mendations and said the com¬ 
plaint system should be changed 
to ensure they are handled 
promptly, fairly and transpar¬ 
ently — and that the outcome 
is shared with the complainant. 

The task force also suggested 
the university set up an ombuds¬ 


man’s office, similar to those 
found at other universities. 

The investigation was an¬ 
nounced in January after 13 
dentistiy students were alleged 
to be members of a private Fa- 
ceboolc page that contained sex¬ 
ually violent content. 

The report does not assign 
blame or make findings of fact, 
but it concluded that what hap¬ 


pened at Dalhousie cannot be 
dismissed as an isolated inci¬ 
dent. 

Dalhousie president Richard 
Florizone launched the probe to 
look into the culture, practices 
and policies in the dentistry 
faculty and the university as 
a whole. 

On Monday, he said he ac¬ 
cepted the report’s recommen¬ 


dations, adding that it will take 
about two years to implement 
them. 

Florizone said the coming 
changes will help make Dal¬ 
housie more diverse and in¬ 
clusive, but he said the issues 
discussed in the document go be¬ 
yond the walls of the university. 

“These are systemic issues,” 
Florizone said. “These are issues 
that we know other universities 
face. These are issues that are 
going to require all of us work¬ 
ing together.” 

The initial reports of the 
offensive Faceboolc posts last 
December and the university’s 
response prompted rallies and 
calls for expulsion. 

Members of the Faceboolc 
page voted on which woman 
they’d like to have “hate” sex 
with and joked about using 
chloroform on women. 

To prevent a recurrence of 
what happened in the dentistiy 
school, the report calls for so- 
called spot audits, “chilly cli¬ 
mate” reports and anonymous 
surveys among students, faculty 
and staff. 

Letitia Meynell, a philosophy 
professor and a member of the 
university’s senate, said she was 
pleased with the report because 
it offers a level of detail that has 
been absent until now. 

Meynell, one of several profes¬ 
sors who have spoken out about 
the university’s approach to mis¬ 
ogyny, said she supported the 
recommendation to create an 
ombudsman’s office, but budget 
cuts could make that difficult. 

“Universities across Canada 
... are all failing in adequately 
protecting and supporting our 
students when it comes to these 
matters,” she said, adding that 
the problem may seem huge 
but it is not insurmountable.

“The owners, the hosts — 
these are average folks,” Blechar- 
czylc said. “They’re not particu¬ 
larly sophisticated when it comes 
to the processes of running a 
business. If there are too many 
steps required, you might have 
lower participation and non- 
compliance, and non-compliance 
is not good for cities, is not good 
for hosts, it creates confusion 
and ultimately results in less 
home-share.” 

The Quebec government has 
said it wants to require people 
who rent out their rooms or 
homes to pay taxes and be sub¬ 
ject to the same regulations as 
registered hoteliers. 

Many jurisdictions around the 
world have already introduced 
regulations targeting websites 
such as Airbnb, including France, 
Amsterdam, London and a num¬ 
ber of U.S. cities. 

In some municipalities — in¬ 
cluding San Francisco, where 
Airbnb is headquartered — the 
company is even collecting a 
hotel tax from hosts on behalf 
of the city. 

If Quebec goes ahead with the 
planned legislation, that would 
make it the first Canadian prov¬ 
ince to tackle the issue, although 
Blecharczylc says the company 
is also in talks with the Ontario

people think of the British 
or the Danes,” he said in an 
email. “Whereas the Canadian 
stereotype of Amer¬ 
icans is that 
they 


are, by con¬ 
trast, brash, aggres¬ 
sive and self-important.” 
Still, Boberg warned 
against reinforcing 
national stereo¬ 
types that have 
no research to 
support them. 
He said some 
stereotypes, 
like Muslims 
being more 
prone to ter¬ 
rorism, could 
be harmful for 
the way they distort 
perceptions of entire 
groups. 

Boberg pointed out 
that it seems many na¬ 
tional stereotypes, like 
Americans being “boor¬ 
ish,” Japanese “inscrut¬ 
able” or Germans “domin¬ 
eering,” are often levelled at 
the world’s “most successful” 
civilizations. 

“Is this just a manifesta¬ 
tion of the jealousy of second- 
best cultures toward those 
who dominate them? Hard 
to know,” he said. “All in all, I 
think it’s hazardous to dabble 
in national stereotypes, even 
if the ‘victims’ of stereotyping 
are the world’s most powerful 
and successful nations.” 

But Schumann counters 
that Canada’s reputation for 
being overly polite isn’t neces¬ 
sarily a bad thing. 

“People make fun of us I 
guess for being overly polite,” 
she said. “I think most of the 
time we make fun of ourselves, 
but it’s better than being made 
fun of for being rude.” 

If she had to pick one, Schu¬ 
mann said she’d rather stick 
to the soriy side. 

“I’m proud to be Canadian,” 
she said. “Apologizing is ul¬ 
timately a positive behaviour 
that leads to harmonious inter¬ 
actions and all kinds of posi¬ 
tive outcomes.” 

Now, if only we could stop 
apologizing for being so po¬ 
lite, eh?

There’s a joke that asks: “How 
do you get 200 Canadians out 
of a swimming pool?” The an¬ 
swer: “Please get out of the 
swimming pool.” 

Canadians are famously po¬ 
lite — so much so that their re¬ 
flexive use of the word “soriy,” 
even when their behaviour 
doesn’t warrant it, has become 
as closely identified with this 
nation as hockey, maple syrup 
and poutine. Someone bumps 
into a Canadian on a sidewalk, 
and no doubt, the Canuck is 
apologizing for getting in the 
way. 

Canadian actor and comed¬ 
ian Colin Mochrie poked fun 
at the stereotype in a satiric¬ 
al segment on the show This 
Hour Has 22 Minutes, apologiz¬ 
ing to all Americans by saying: 
“On behalf of all Canadians, 
I’m soriy that we’re constantly 
apologizing for things in a pas¬ 
sive-aggressive way, which is 
really a thinly veiled criticism.” 

With little data to support 
the stereotype, however, is 
there any truth to the percep¬ 
tion of Canadians as a nation 
of apologetic people — and 
if so, why are we all such a 
sorry bunch? 

As a Canadian living in Cali¬ 
fornia, Stanford University 
psychologist Karina Schumann 
said she is often confronted 
with Americans’ perception 
of the profoundly “polite Can¬ 
adian.” 

“Everyone I meet is like, 
‘Oh, I love Canadians! You guys 
are so polite. You say sorry all 
the time,”’ she told Metro. 

“They seem to notice it, 
while Canadians might com¬ 
ment on Americans being un- 
apologetic, perhaps.” 

While she’s unaware of any 


research to back up the stereo¬ 
type, Schumann is an expert 
on apologies. As a doctoral 
student at the University of 
Waterloo four years ago, she 
researched gender differences 
in apology behaviour. 

Through a study that polled 
subjects on hypothetical of¬ 
fence scenarios, she discov¬ 
ered that, although men and 
women reported the same 
proportion of offences, women 
felt more transgressions were 
deserving of an apology and 
would be more likely to say 
soriy. 

In essence, women apolo¬ 
gize more than men. 

If the Canadian stereotype 
is true, Schumann said, the 
behaviour might be based on 
many of the same reasons that 
women say sorry more fre¬ 
quently than men. 

“It could be that we’re fo¬ 
cused on being polite, kind 
of brought up in that type 
of environment, and it goes 
along with other polite be¬ 
haviours,” she said. “We’re 
all taught to say soriy from a 
young age. Our parents teach 
us when we’re babies to say 
sorry to other kids and to 
our siblings. It’s kind of in¬ 
grained in us.” 

In her gender research, 
one of the study samples 
included Americans. Al¬ 
though she didn’t com¬ 
pare the sample with her 
Canadian data, Schumann 
said the same patterns 
emerged from both, sug¬ 
gesting that, if there is 
a difference in apology 
behaviour between the 
two nations, “it’s probably 
smaller than everybody 
believes it to be,” she said. 

McGill linguistics pro¬ 
fessor Charles Boberg 
theorized that Canadians’ 
tendency to apologize too 
much could perhaps be 


traced to their British roots 
and a required “sense of ac¬ 
cepting one’s place in the so¬ 
cial system and being a ‘decent 
chap’ above all things.”

Mom pleads guilty 
to killing her kids 


A U.S. woman pleaded guilty 
Monday to killing two of her 
children and storing their bodies 
in a home freezer, telling a judge 
that she had no remorse for 
beating and suffocating them. 

Mitchelle Blair, 36, of Detroit, 
Michigan, has never challenged 
allegations that she killed her 
13-year-old daughter and nine- 
year-old son. She pleaded guilty 
to first-degree murder without 
any deal with prosecutors — 
an extraordinaiy move — and 
said she would have accepted 
the death penalty if the state 
of Michigan had it. 

Blair was arrested in March, 
after deputies carrying out an 
eviction at her apartment found 
the bodies of her children in a 
deep freezer. She said she at¬ 
tacked the children months 
apart in 2012 and 2013. 

Blair said she intended to kill 


her daughter, Stoni Blair, but 
didn’t know the abuse of her 
son, Stephen Berry, would be 
fatal. Blair alleged the children 
had sexually abused a sibling, 
though she said she didn’t wit¬ 
ness the alleged assaults and 
didn’t get police involved be¬ 
cause she feared she would lose 
her other two children. 

Mental health experts had 
found Blair competent to face 
charges. She faces life in prison 
with no chance for parole.

Israeli navy catches

Two escapees were

Israel’s navy intercepted a Swed¬ 
ish vessel attempting to breach a 
naval blockade of the Gaza Strip 
early Monday and brought it to 
an Israeli port, where it said the 
foreign activists would be ques¬ 
tioned before they are sent back 
to their home countries. 

The militaiy said that after 
exhausting all diplomatic efforts, 
the government ordered it to 
block the vessel. Israeli naval 
forces boarded the Marianne and 
searched it in international wat¬ 
ers without needing to use any 
force, the militaiy said. 

The ship was carrying about 
20 activists, including Israeli Arab 
lawmaker Basel Ghattas and for¬ 
mer Tunisian President Moncef 
Marzouki. Three other ships that 
were part of the original flotilla 
reversed course before encoun¬ 
tering the Israeli navy. 

The Israeli militaiy issued a 
statement Monday night say¬ 
ing the vessel had arrived at the 
Ashdod port.

Anxious pensioners swarmed 
closed bank branches Monday, 
and long lines snaked outside 
ATMs as Greeks endured the 
first day of serious controls 
on their daily economic lives 
ahead of a July 5 referendum 
that could determine whether 
the country has to ditch the 
euro currency and return to 
the drachma. 

As strict capital controls took 
root following Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras’ surprise weekend 
decision to call a referendum 
on international creditors’ latest 
economic proposals, Greece’s 
population tried to fathom the 
sheer scale of the impact on 
their day-to-day existence. 

Following a breakdown in 
talks between Greece and its 
creditors, the country is in 
the midst of one of the most 
acute financial crises seen any¬ 
where in the world in years. 
It’s running out of time to get 
the money it needs to stave off 


bankruptcy. 

That has stoked fears of a 
crippling bank run, a messy 
Greek debt default and an exit 
from the euro. As a result, the 
country’s government imposed 
strict capital controls, none 
more onerous than a daily al¬ 
lowance of 60 euros ($67 US) 
from the ATM. 

The sense of unease was 
palpable among the crowds

of pensioners who lined up 
outside bank branches, hoping 
they might open. Many elderly 
Greeks don’t have ATM cards 
and make cash withdrawals in 
person — and so found them¬ 
selves completely cut off from 
their money. 

“I came here at 4 a.m. be¬ 
cause I have to get my pension,” 
said Anastasios Gevelidis, 74, 
one of about 100 retirees wait¬ 


ing outside the main branch of 
the National Bank of Greece in 
the country’s second-largest city 
of Thessaloniki. 

“I don’t have a card. I don’t 
know what’s going on. We don’t 
even have enough money to 
buy bread,” he said. 

The capital controls come 
ahead of a big $1.8-billion US 
payment Greece has to make 
to the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). It’s unlikely to be 
able to pay that without finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

Greece’s bailout program 
with its European creditors offi¬ 
cially expires Tuesday, meaning 
the country will not have access 
to any of the money still avail¬ 
able if it doesn’t secure a deal. 

For months, the left-wing-led 
Greek government, elected in 
January on a promise to bring 
an end to the hated austerity 
that it blames for an acute eco¬ 
nomic recession, has failed to 
agree on a package of spending 
cuts and reforms demanded by 
creditors in exchange for access 
to the remaining $8.1 billion 
US in rescue loans. 

Credit and cash card pay¬ 
ments have not been restricted; 
however, many retailers did not 
accept card transactions Mon¬ 
day.

High price of the first cellphones in 
Canada ‘worth it/ says Ontario man 


Victor Surerus says the $2,700 
he paid for his first cellphone 30 
years ago was worth eveiy penny. 

It was July 1985, and Surerus 
says he needed the phone to help 
run his business as a travelling 
funeral director out of Peterbor¬ 
ough, Ont. The phone attached 
to an aerial in his car and came 
with its own carrying bag. 

He says his contract with Bell 
made him the first cellphone 
customer in Canada, and that 
honour didn’t come cheap. In 
those early years, his annual bills 
amounted to roughly $10,000. 

“This way you had the free¬ 
dom of doing things and you 
weren’t tied down,” he said from 
his home in Roseneath, Ont. “The 
price was high to pay for it, but 
it was worth it.” 


Cellphones debuted in Canada 
with a call between Art Eggle- 
ton and Jean Drapeau, then the 
mayors of Toronto and Montreal 
respectively, on July 1,1985. 

The regional monopolies that 
dominated the telephone in¬ 
dustry in the early 1980s were 
concerned mobile phones would 
disrupt their grip on the market. 

Francis Fox, then the federal 
minister of communication, said 
the phone companies would de¬ 
fend their turf by saying their 
industry was heavily regulated 
and the CRTC was there to pro¬ 
tect the consumer. 

Fox and his team awarded 
the rights to the first private 
cellphone network to an upstart 
company that later became one 
of the three dominant players in

Canada’s wireless sector: Rogers. 

Rogers Wireless executive vice- 
president Raj Doshi joined the 
company in 1989, when it was 
still Cantel AT&T and mobile tele¬ 
phones were still a luxury item. 

“When you talk about com¬ 
petitive intensity, it was very 
much around getting people 


aware of the proposition versus 
the pure competitive intensity 
between the two of us,” he said. 

Wade Oosterman, now 
president of Bell Mobility, re¬ 
members it differently. In the 
mid-1980s he worked with 
George Cope, now Bell’s CEO, 
getting Clearnet Communica¬ 
tions Inc. off the ground, which 
was later bought by Telus. 

“It was competitive right from 
the get-go,” he said. “The cost 
of building out Canada is extra¬ 
ordinarily high.”

Networks matured 
and new competitors entered 
the market, while others were 
snapped up by the big three in¬ 
cumbents.

The debate about bike lanes 
on 95 Avenue illustrates why 
thinking about transportation 
infrastructure as a zero-sum 
game doesn’t work. 

Installed in 2013, the bike 
lanes did what bike lanes do: 
They took part of the street 
and dedicated it to bicycles. 
Specifically, 95, for an eight- 
kilometre route running from 
156 to 163 street, was reduced 
from four to three lanes. But 
Edmontonians who drive 
on 95 cried that traffic had 
slowed, while not enough cyc¬ 
lists used the lanes to justify 
their existence, they said. 

So city council will debate 
removing the lanes, as well 
as those on 40th Avenue (be¬ 
cause, apparently, having bike 
lanes — which children could 
potentially use — around com¬ 
munity schools makes roads 


less safe) and on 97th street 
(too little parking available to 
businesses, apparently). 

Here’s the thing: This is 
absurd. We’re willing to spend 
millions on cycling infrastruc¬ 
ture and, judging it a failure 
merely two years later, spend 
an equal amount to remove 
it. At the same time, no one 
argues we should remove a 
two-year-old sidewalk because 
people don’t seem to be walk¬ 
ing on it enough. 

Look, I get it: Driving (and I 
do drive, sometimes) is miser¬ 
able at rush hour. It’s easy to 
feel irritated. I imagine the 
people in cars looking jeal¬ 
ously at the people on bicycles 
during rush hour, flying past 
the cars as cyclists tend to do 
at rush hour. 

But that’s zero-sum think¬ 
ing right there. 

The Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters society argues 
bike lanes are not ideal infra¬ 
structure — routes physic¬ 
ally separated from vehicular 
traffic are safer. Further, they 


point out that some lanes may 
only appeal to the 10 per cent 
of confident cycling commut¬ 
ers. Still, EBC argues — and I 
agree — that bike lanes have 
value. They form part of the 
needed east-west infrastruc¬ 
ture for cyclists in Edmonton. 
Moreover, not every bike lane 
needs to be clogged with cyc¬ 
lists to exist. 

The group’s stance on the 
bike lanes in question is that 
if the city wants to pay to take 
out the lanes — with funds 
taken from general roads — 
and then replace them with 
better infrastructure, great. 
But the current motion be¬ 
fore city council only ensures 
money is available for the re¬ 
moval of the bike lane. 

Even though studies have 
shown that the bike lanes 
have created minimal traffic 
delays during rush hour and 
that subsequent tinkering 
with the timing of the traffic 
lights has reduced that delay 
even further, there’s still the 
idea that to give something to

cyclists is to take something 
away from drivers. 

Cities don’t work like that. 
Bigger roads are not necessar¬ 
ily faster and making space 
for cyclists doesn’t have to 
mean taking time from motor¬ 
ists. This thinking hinges on 
our too-human capacity to 
amplify differences. When we 
five in a city that promotes 
diverse modes of transporta¬ 
tion, we are objectively hap¬ 
pier, healthier, and reduce 
our negative effects on the 
environment.

"I want to see a moose." 

That became the running 
joke from the moment C. 

— my American boyfriend — 
arrived for a visit last month. 

It was his answer to anyone 
who asked what he wanted 
to do in Canada, punctuated 
with a mischievous glance 
at me. 

It was funny, sure, but I 
also took it as a bit of a slight. 

I wondered if, at some level, 
he really did think seeing a 
moose (or jumping onto one, 
as one drunken idiot recently 
did) was an important Can¬ 
adian experience. The wilder¬ 
ness equivalent of poutine 
(also on his list). "Oh, ya. For 
sure, eh?" became a regular 
refrain in our apartment, and 
I worried about what he really 
thought of Canada. 

So, I tried to educate a 
man who'd, in his defence, 
had little reason to think of 
us. You know, dental isn't 
covered by health care, I in¬ 
formed him. We talked about 
the residential school history. 
With an election brewing, 
politics popped up. 

But, talking to an American 
about politics is like talking 
to a Canadian about winters. 
Naturally, we turned to Amer¬ 
ican politics, and I had the 
odd meta experience of be¬ 
ing a Canadian watching an 
American watch a Canadian 
talk about Hillary Clinton 
(takeaway: Who the hell are 
we to judge her?). 

Now that C.'s time in Can- 
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ada is winding down, I asked 
what he made of Canadians. 
He paused. 

"Everybody's into being 
fit," he offered. "Big into man¬ 
ners — but kind of stiff. (They) 
like to drink. Big into doing 
the right thing, it seems. 

"Like Americans, if they 
sobered up and levelled 
out. The cousin you'd call to 
come pick you up if you were 
wasted." 

Doesn't sound so bad to 
me. Being known for wildlife, 
winters, and niceness only 
seems irritating out of con¬ 
text. Compare that to being 
known for a possible run on 
the banks (the Greeks), a civil 
war (the Syrians), a national 
arrogance (the French, right¬ 
ly or wrongly) or a repressive 
Communist government (the 
Chinese). 

Plus, it's not actually hard 
to see a moose. All it takes is 
a short drive to the Toronto 
Zoo, where, in what's called 
the Canadian Domain, there 
are lynx, grizzly bears — and 
in the furthest possible pen, 
two moose. 

They were laying down 
as far away from C. and me 
as possible, and didn't even 
have antlers. Of the two of 
us, I was clearly the more 
disappointed. 

I sighed. "So, do you under¬ 
stand Canadians better?" 

"Oh, ya. That pretty much 
clears it up for me," he said 
in a deadpan tone. "Saw a 
moose."

Baking bread breaks barriers

Film shows 
how cultures 
bond over 
rising dough

Bread (or naan, or bannock) is 
one of those rare foods that’s 
shared by most cultures, says 
Mariette Sluyter. That realiza¬ 
tion came as she was working 
with a non-profit organization in 
Calgary hying to reduce social 
isolation among seniors. 

A truism of society has always 
been that cultural groups tend 
to stick together, and as seniors 
age, those groups dwindle, she 
says. To expose older folks to 
new people, she wanted a way to 
bring different cultures together. 

“So we got a group of ladies 
together who were from diverse 
backgrounds ... and we asked 
them to bake some bread,” she 
says 

Sluyter and the National Film 
Board have turned that process 
into a new interactive documen- 
taiy launching on Canada Day. 
Titled Bread, the doc follows the 
lives of six women as they make 
their favourite recipe, with DIY 
instructions for those who want 
to try their hand at making some 
homemade dough. It’s a bid to 
break down generational and 
cultural barriers, says Sluyter, 
the creator and writer of the film. 

“It’s this active thing you do 
with your hands, and it takes

time (to wait for the yeast to rise 
and to bake it),” says Sluyter. “The 
waiting time was the magic time 
when ladies would share stories.” 


Sluyter recalls one situation 
where two participants learned 
they lived near each other grow¬ 
ing up. “Carrie (Sheen) — who 
is Cree — explained how at the 
time it was illegal to farm on the 
reserve,” Sluyter says. “Vera (Kal- 
malcoff, who lived nearby) had 
always believed the racist stereo¬ 
types that it was sheer laziness 
that they didn’t farm. There was 
a breaking down of barriers — 
a moment when you could see 
Vera shift (her opinion) and you 
could see Carrie recoup some of 
the dignity that had been lost 
due to systemic racism.” 

In 2011, Sluyter approached 
Teri Snelgrove, associate produ¬ 
cer with the NFB, with an idea 


to document that “magic time.” 
Before long, microphones and 
cameras were out in full force. 

Bread, Sluyter says, is a meta¬ 
phor for humanity: The same in¬ 
gredients go in (wheat, yeast and 
water), but something different 
tends to come out depending on 
where you were raised. 

There are a number of other 
foods that many cultures share, 
says Sluyter. “But bread has a 
visceral response for us as hu¬ 
man beings.” 

Bread elicits nostalgia, adds 
Snelgrove. “I remember that 
feeling of being a little kid — 
the smell, my nanny sawing off 
a huge slice and slathering it with 
margarine and black sap molas¬ 


ses,” she says. “To this day, if I 
smell bread, I’m connected with 
my past in a really strong way.” 

While the smell of bread may 
bring back memories of grand¬ 
mothers or mothers kneading

bread, Sluyter hopes her new 
film will encourage a younger 
audience to make their own 
memories. 

“I must have been 11 years 
old when I started (baking) bread 
with my mother,” says Anne 
Kerelces, now 89, who was fea¬ 
tured in the film. “It’s always 
better than the bread you buy 
— crisper crust, tastier, and it 
doesn’t cost as much as buy¬ 
ing it.” 

The Calgarian — by way of 
Hungary — taught her grand¬ 
daughter Natalie Muyres, 42, 
how to raise a loaf as well. “I 
don’t have a memory that doesn’t 
including being in the kitchen 
with my grandmother,” Muyres 
says. “It’s part of my heritage.” 

But not all kids today have 
that same experience. “We took 
the ladies (featured in Bread) 
into some elementary school 
and in some classrooms, heart- 
breakingly, at least 50 per cent 
of the kids had never had home¬ 
made bread,” she says. “We’ve 
become so reliant on the indus¬ 
trialized food systems, we can’t 
even make something that’s so 
central to (so many) cultures.” 

But, Sluyter says there’s hope. 
While many of the ladies be¬ 
moaned that their own children 
or grandchildren didn’t always 
have an interest in baking, the 
online space has opened up a 
new world of possibilities. “There 
are kids and younger generations 
that want to hear (how to make 
bread),” she says. “So what these 
women have done is step into 
this version of being a digital 
elder. (The) elderly have know¬ 
ledge to impart, and we risk los¬ 
ing out own culture if we don’t 
partake in that knowledge.”

Stepping into the scene-stealing 
shoes of Matthew McConaughey 
is certainly a daunting task, but 
Jada Pinkett Smith was up to the 
challenge.

“The role was at first written 
for a guy,” Pinkett Smith reveals. 

“I was like, ‘Channing, why 
me?’ And his whole thing was 
like, ‘Jada, I really feel like in 
this arena there’s a sense of re¬ 
sponsibility that we can inject in 


this idea.’ I just really connected 
to how I wanted women to feel 
about themselves watching this 
movie, and adding the energy 


of exaltation, celebration and 
inspiration.” 

Pinkett Smith found a will¬ 
ing and gracious collaborator 


in Tatum, who also served as 
a producer. 

“With Channing, when he 
wanted to bring me on board,

"There is huge demand 
for truffle dogs right now," 
said Alana McGee, co¬ 
founder of the Truffle Dog 
Company, which helps 
orchard owners search 
for truffles and trains dogs 
how to find them. Lolo is 
an Italian breed commonly 
used to hunt truffles, but 
McGee said any dog can be 
trained. 

In Europe, truffle hunters 
traditionally used pigs, but 
in recent years the job has 
gone to the dogs.

Riders’ Glenn 
again promoted 
to take place of 
hurt incumbent 

Once again, Kevin Glenn has 
emeiged as a valuable insurance 
policy. 

The veteran backup becomes 
the Saskatchewan Roughriders’ 
starter after incumbent Darian 
Durant suffered a season-ending 
tom Achilles tendon in a 30-26 
home loss to the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers on Saturday night. It’s 
the fourth straight year Glenn, 
35, assumes the 
No. 1 job from 
an injured start¬ 
er after twice re¬ 
placing Drew Tate 
in Calgaiy (2012- 
13) before mak¬ 
ing 17 starts last 
season with the 
B.C. Lions as Tra¬ 
vis Lulay battled 
shoulder issues. 

Durant’s in¬ 
jury capped a 
nightmarish opening week for 
CFL quarterbacks. The Montreal 
Alouettes lost starter Jonathan 
Crompton and backup Dan Le- 
Fevour to separate shoulder in¬ 
juries in their 20-16 home loss 
to the Ottawa Redblacks while 
Edmonton No. 1 Mike Reilly is 
out indefinitely with a knee ail¬ 
ment suffered in a 26-11 defeat 
Saturday at the hands of the To¬ 
ronto Argonauts. 

LeFevour will require season¬ 
ending surgery for the second 


straight year. His 2014 campaign 
with the Hamilton Tiger-Cats was 
also cut short by a knee injury. 

Durant’s 2014 season also end¬ 
ed prematurely against Winni¬ 
peg. He suffered a season-ending 
elbow injury in a 30-24 win last 
July and the Riders went 2-7 the 
rest of the way with Kerry Joseph, 
Seth Doege and Tino Sunseri 
taking snaps. 

Joseph retired in the off-season 
and both Doege and Sunseri were 
released, although Sunseri could 
return with Durant’s injury. Head 
coach Corey Chamblin feels the 
presence of Glenn, in his 15th 
CFL season, puts Saskatchewan 
in a much better position to 
weather the storm created by 
Durant’s absence. 

“It’s not a situ¬ 
ation we haven’t 
seen before,” 
Chamblin told re 
porters Monday. 
“We didn’t want 
it to happen but 
it has happened 
... and we have 
to move to the 
next play with 
the next person. 
“The guys ral¬ 
lied around (Glenn), talked to 
him when he came here about, 
‘You’re here for either perform¬ 
ance or presence.’ We thought 
it’d be presence but right now it’s 
for performance. This is the third 
team I’ve been on that he’s been 
the starting quarterback, that’s 
unique in its own sense. We’ve 
had success, Kevin has had suc¬ 
cess everywhere he’s been so I 
fully expect him to continue do¬ 
ing the same thing here.”

The Sabres don’t have to

Players preferred all 
3-on-3 OT to AHL format 
to finish games quicker 

NHL players were instru¬ 
mental in making three-on- 
three overtime happen, and 
Mathieu Schneider of the 
NHL Players' Association 
says they're excited about 
the change that will go into 
effect next season. 

NHL general managers 
agreed in March that they 
wanted to reduce the num¬ 
ber of shootouts and were 
OK with either the AHL for¬ 
mat of four-on-four for three 
minutes and then three-on- 
three for four minutes or go¬ 
ing to a full five minutes of 
three-on-three. 

Players preferred all three- 
on-three, Schneider said, 
not only because it doesn't 
add more time to games 
but because they believe it 
will produce better hockey. 

"What it really boiled 
down to was, players said, 

'If we want to end games 
sooner going three-on- 
three, then having three-on- 
three for the longest period 
of time was the way to go 
about it,"' Schneider said 
in a sit-down interview last 
week in Las Vegas. "They 
think it's going to be excit¬ 
ing, wide-open hockey." 

The AHL had incredible 
success cutting down on 
shootouts in its first season 
under the seven-minute 
overtime format split four- 
on-four and three-on-three. 
The key to it working in the 
NHL might be how three- 
on-three is coached. 

"I hope three-on-three 
does what everyone thinks 
it's going to do," Schneider 
said. "I hope coaches don't 
start coaching it defensively 
because it could turn ugly 
quickly. My position always 
was: If Mike Babcock wants 
to get to the shootout, he's 
going to get to the shootout 
whether it's three-on-three 
or four-on-four."
